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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Michael Belk on 09/30/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, in the second and third line of the claim the text "CD, DVD, Blu-Ray Discs, 
MDs, Mos or any combination thereof has been changed to "compact disc (CD), digital 
versatile disc (DVD), blue laser disc (BD), photo-electromagnetic disc or magneto-optical disc 
(MOD)". 

In claim 3, lines 4-6 of the claim, the text ", such as a specific altemating current and 
direct current driving configuration" has been deleted. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record and closest prior art (U.S. Pat No. 5,646,774; JP59-210541) 
teaches a method for reducing feedback noise in an optical data recording/reproducing system 
comprising a laser driven by a current to generate a pulsating light to an extemal cavity defining 
an optical length (L) from the laser to an optical storage medium. The prior art teaches that the 
length is obtained considering the fi'equency current of the laser at which the laser noise caused 
by the reflected light becomes minimum. 

Further, a related prior art also made of record (U.S. Pat. No. 5,646,774) shows that a 
relaxation oscillation frequency is considered to change an optical path length in a optical 
communication path to stabilize the output of a mode-locked laser. 

However, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly suggest along or in 
combination with the other elements of the claim determining relaxation oscillation fi-equency 
(ROF) of said pulsating light and adjusting the optical length (L) fi-om the laser to an optical 
storage medium according to the relationship of L=N-c/2-R0F, where N is any integer greater 
than 0, and c is the speed of light. 

The above relationship as defined with the above expression implies that the optical 
length is adjusted to a length matching the wavelength, which is a distance between consecutive 
relaxation oscillations, of the relaxation oscillation frequency (ROF). And the prior art does not 
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teach or fairly suggest that relationship for the adjustment of the optical length from the laser to 
an optical storage medium. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
pajnuent of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
